men, can we be honest w i t h ourselves 
and with God. 


1 have written n definition because 


there Is a whole lot in a definition. 
Honesty Is uprightness, trustworthi- 
ness, fidelity, sincerity of intention, 
candor of speech, and uprightness of 
character. It IN absence of hyi-ocrlsy, 
and empty pretenses, and that disgust- 
ing ]iersonality that tries to puss for 
more than it is really worth. 
This is honesty, so that every man 


must recognl/.c that common honesty 
does not refer merely to the question 


never stood on the dock of u ship and 
knew iiot the power of command to 
control men, never would have been ab- 
le to win the day. Admiral Dewey had 
been In training for foity years, and 
was able to go into Mani la Bay and 
win. 


What U true of (he winner 'n this 


world of ours Is true of the fellow who 
falls. Do not think It Is u small thing 
to be dishonest by your influence and 
tongne In social life. We need again, 
dear filends, common honesty In busi- 
ness lives. Never lias there been a 
time when there was a greater need 
for common honosty In business—when 
oiedll Is inflated ; when goods are ad- 
ulterated, when every plan is nut 
forth to IH»|lively deceive that they 
by so doing may secure for themselves 
gain. 


Some of the citizens of our borough 


have leccntly beeninacourt loom not 
many miles away to bear witness, and 
give testimony concerning the case of 
a man who for lour years—if I have 
it correctly, and I hope I am not mis- 
quoting -had

This lemlnds you of the story of a 
Jewish establishment that was des- 
troyed by flre, and the property was 
Inspected by the Insurance Company.

"Well, do you 
think It wise to work against the in 
tor-eat of the people In authority, 
when your children get their breac 
and butter from that source?" That 
man rose to his highest manhood and 
said what I would like to say to every 
other man: "There Isn't a worker In 
this mill but what earns every cent he 
(jets and more too." So working man 
is beholding to any man. He barely 
gets ft decent day's wages for his day's 
work nnd that man who endeavors 
to grind a man down because he got 
his bread to eat, is the greatest detri- 
ment to mankind, and injury to the 
community and a curse to God. 


Honesty demands that every man 


shall be true to his conscience. Wheth- 
er In suelal life, or whether in business 
life, or whether In political life, he 
shall recognize the fact that his Cre- 
ator made him In the Image of God, 
with power to act, and he ought to 
be able to exercise that power in this 
land of ourtj aud in this day without 
fear of molestation, but he isn't. We 
talk about slavery of the South, why 
bless your hearts, those black people of 
the South when placed along side of 
sonic people in the North are free. 


Common honesty dcmannS that it 


Isn't only right for me to Iho, but let 
other men live, not merely Ihe fuel 
that T shall have the right to think, 
hut common honesty demands tlmt 1 
shall give the other fellows the same 
right ns long as. that man thinks, 
works and plans, and as long as that 
man shall work out that plan without 
running across my path and Inlorft-ies 
with 
my liberty. Kcmeniber 
he 


ought to nave the same light, if I 
am an honest nmn, I w i l l not only 
(Icai-ml lights for myself, 1 will also 
see that the other fellow has his 
rights. 


\\u are living in a serious dny, 


when men are questioning simie of 
this fundamental principles ol 
our 


government. 
You know tliat youi- 


sclf. Men aie beginning to question 
the courts of our land, i tell you it 
is far more st-rimis than we have given 
credit for. When the rank and lilt- of 
the people begin to question the trutl 


•ek after week, of giVitt mercantile and honesty elf our courts, 
aud 


of dollars and cents. There is honesty 
of purpose, honesty of iiiecch, honesty 
of action, honesty In all the relations 
uf life tlmt enters Into the malting of 
man. While wt- sometimes complain 
because it's no use af'er all, the man 
in business, the man In politics, the 
man in social life, and man oftlmes 
In church life sets Ills standard by 


"the standard of the majority, and If 


there Is anything that can lie laid at 
the door of the majority of m.inklnd 
in our own great country, It is t he fact 
that \vc art- loo cowardly to stand 
alone. The winning side gets many 
n man, not because bis convictions are 
with the winners but because he is 
afraid 
to stand with 
the losers. 


[.Response , "That's true."] 
I appeal today, men, for a manhood 


and for an honesty that is true to the 
highest Instincts God places within 
us, and if we stand alone we aie truer 
to the highest interests of the com- 
munity In which we live, if in that 
stand we are positively honest; so 1 
am appealing this afternoon for com- 
mon nonesty, the possession of which 
tinder God, will 
DC the mould In 


which God himself will pour the hot 
iron of his own self, out of which 
there will come a moulding that will 
Influence for good and for God. 


We need common honesty in our 


social liven. It Is true that perhaps 
the majority of us here this aft-'ruoon 
do not recognize the inlluent c we 
IMISSCSS In the social conditions of our 
community, but we need it. Weiieed 
to recognin- that after all we lire net 
units living apart from our fellows. 
We arc units mingling with others, 
and our lives are touching them In 
the social lite of the community, 
whether It be in the social club, in 
the fire house, whether It be in this 
place or in the other place, in our 
homes, or neighbors. How little do 
we consider of times this relationship; 
how many times we use ourselves, 
aud our tongues to either countenance 
an untruth or actually tell an untruth. 
1 know we shake our shoulder-, and 
say "O, well I know it wasn't just 
straight, just true, only one of those 
little white lies.'1 Friends I would 
have yon understand this afternoon 
that no man can be honest wltli him- 
self Independent of the lives of others, 
who* feels he has a right In his deal- 
ing In bin social life to use himself, 
his tongue, in procuring that which 
is positively false. It may be a small 
mutter, but I mid In the beginning, 
all great collnesal failures in human 
character are not the result of one 
moment, one temptation. It has been 
wrought like a mighty wave, a great 
endeavor, and a climax In oneself Is 
oft lines the remit ot the constant repeti- 
tion of email things and that < Umax 
has been reached, and Influence lias 
been felt aiound the world. 
We admlrcDewey when on the deck of 
hi* vessel he Milled into Manila Har- 
bor with that power of command and 
annihilated the Spanish fleet. But 
friends, you and I know that Admiral 
Dewejr, If he had been taken out of an 
office building at Wathlnglon.and had 


enterprises selling goods below co»t 
Friends, no must recognl/c this fuci 
that men are not in business for nil- 
pleasure, and men do nut sell tin- 
goods below actual cost to them, an 
handle all those goods, yet build co 
losal buildings and Immense fortune. 
Do not for a moment think, men, Ilia 
today all dishonest men In biisinc* 
are behind the counter. Thcro art 
just as many in front of it Hiicleavoiiu 
to get something for nothing, 
compel business men to adopt mcthot 
they otherwise would never do. H 
says this is n tilck of Ihe trade an 
I've got to do it to keep along wit 
the pruccwlon. If I carry out wlu 
1 belie\e to lie true; if I really a) 
ply the golden rule; if I sill hones 
goods for honest prices and bones 
profit, I \\ill be going on the bae 
shelf. Ik-cause of this desire on th 
part of the mass of the people to gt. 
something for nothing, until one ma 
is struggling with the other, emlcavoi 
ing to get while buying soiuethin 
for nothing, he Is unconsciously fort 
ing other men to be dishonest. Con 
mon honesty must not only lie hue 
of the counter but In front of it. , 
square deal lo every man. Kecognltioi 
of the fact that other men have t 
live, has a right toiwiccntagc on (h 
money in tested, and the man wh 
goes Into any man's store, large o 
small, anil endeavors to take ad van 
tage merely because he is a bnsines 
man and thinks It is a slick thing t 
do, is positively dishonest. 


Dear friends, we intiat not only 


have common honesty in social life 
but In political life. There is nove 
u tick! In the world where u thin, 
may lie dishonest and yet be so easil, 
covered upas in political life. I wan' 
you to remember, men, that J do no 
believe for a minute that every inai 
in political life is dishonest, yet 
know that we hear a great deal abou 
graft In this day. 


When I came to Bristol I curried 


in my clothes a letter of introduction 
to some of the cltlr.ens In this town 
from one of the men who is at 
tin 


present time under bail bccau.se ol 
the wonderful Capitol of ours. 1 fee 
exceedingly sorry for l)r. Snyder be 
cause he was a personal Iriend o 
mine. After all there ha-* to be some 
square dealing. Friends, isn't it trui 
that when we deal with the Govern 
ment we sort of expect men to be dis- 
honest? We some how or other hav*. 
gotten to the place in our lives whei 
a man is allowed to do as a certain 
man did. He once had a piece ol 
property that was for sale for a long 
time and a real cslute man had beet 
authorized to sell at a given sum ol 
money. By and by the Government 
came along and wanted the same 
piece of property. The "governmenl 
paid just twice th; amount for which 
that property should be bought and 
marked by the real estate man. We 
feel that wasjustlfled because it's the 
government. We have come to the 
place in our life where we almost 
believe It necessary that a certain 
amount of velvet be given with every 
contract to the government. 


There Is a wave sweeping over the 


land from one end to the other. 
Such men as Governors Johnson and 
Hughes and men of this character are 
coming to the front and demanding 
that every man who works for the 
government shall do an honest day's 
work or shall deliver honest goods. 
But, 
men, I want to stand here and 


say I 6V not condemn tills fellow who 
Is in that place as there are men 
who ought to have the thing corrected. 
The question was answered by a cer- 
tain college professor. "What do you 
think of those foreigners who come 
over to this country and vote two or 
three times?" The college professor 
said, "I think more of them than I 
do of the American born citi7.cn who 
allows himself to stay at home and 
not vote at all." There is no evil in 
this land but that could be wiped out 
of it If men who have been glvan 
power to think, who have honest con- 
victions concerning 
Its 
influence 


would positively refuse to enter into 
It. This is not a little matter. I want 
to say to you this afternoon, that that 
man who bad power within himself 
to prevent evil and fails to do H; that 
that man who has power within him- 
self for preventing young men from be- 
ing dishonest and does not do it, is him- 
self a dishonest man according to the 
standard of God. That man who has 
power within himself to prevent a 
young man from committing a crime 
and does not do it Is himself a par- 
ticipant in that man's crime. 


Here we are In a community, In a 
State and Nation where every man 
has a right to exercise his own au- 
thority and own judgment, but, friends, 
you and 1 ofttlrnes keep our tongues 
when we know of the violation of 
sacred principals that have been laid 
at the door ot mankind. Why do we? 
Do you mean to say, Mr. Johnston, 
that I am dishonest if I turn my back 
and let another fellow steal? Yes, 
I da. I say it without making any 
apology. I do not apologize for say- 
Ing It. If I him my ba<-k while an- 
other man commits a crime. I am a 
participant 
In 
that very 
thing. 


The simple fact that men have stolen 
doesn't alter the situation; some fel- 
low says, What can you do? If a 
man Is truly honest, he must be

lllng men, but men in every walk 
of life are beginning to question. 
Well, we may boast about our gruiul 
and noble Country, but we must rec- 
ognize the fuel that there were other 
countries as grand as ours.

Other gov- 
ernments were equally as good in the 
day and generation, but Greece un 
Home arc nations of the past and ti 
worm that dug at the root of the:

But if we may believe the state- 


ments made In a volun e on "Tbe 
Siieakeis of the House," Cannon's 
claim of merely representing the will 
ol the majority is the worst of hy- 
pocrisy. As an instance of the man- 
ner in which the speaker sometimes 
treats tho majority, the author refers 
to a public building b.ll, which was 
ready to bo reported and which a 
majority wanted passed. A petition 
to that effect was signed by a major- 
ity ol the members, but Cannon 
threw it In the waste basket. He is 
a tory by nature and training, says 
the author, "aggressive, disposed to 
be arbitary, and addicted to having 
his own way." He has developed In- 
to the dangerous man in the speak- 
er's chair who was dreaded when the 
Reed rules were adopted. He is tbe 
committee on rules, and with it he 
has made the House of Representa- 
tives "the moat arbitrary legislative 
body in the world." "Responsible to 
but one congressional district for his 
conduct, Camion has in practice ap- 
parently represented the 381 districts 
of the United States." 
In a word, 


Speaker Cannon conceives himself to 
be tbe majority, or In common ver- 
nacular, the whole thing. 


This Is "Cannonism," and It is not 


merely a personal disposition but a 
product ol an evolution which hag 
been going on since the advent dl 
Henry Clay In the chair. The great 
Kcntucklan ruled by persuasive now 
er: Cannon rules by the brute force 
of bis power to appoint all commit- 
tees, to recognize whom soeverhe will, 
to make the committee on rules abso- 
lutely obedient to his will, and so to 
manipulate the machinery of legisla- 
tion as to crush all opposition. 


The remedy therefore must bo of a 


twofold character—it must apply to 
the man and to the system. Cannon 
should be relegated to the ranks, and 
the system should be reformed. As 
matters now are, the power ol the 
majority to legislate has been hugely 
displaced by one-nun power.

A Description of the Beautiful Strne- 


tore to be Erected by Bristol 


Organization. 


At tbe regular meeting of Bristol 


Lodge, No 970, B. f. O. .Elks, held 
on evening, by a unanimous vote of 
the Diembers, the trustees of tbe lodge 
were Instructed lo sign the contract 
with the successful bidders for the 
erection of the new Elks' home at the 
corncrof Radcliffeand Walnut streets, 
Work will commence on the new 
building about the first of March. 


The plans contemplate the tearing 


down of tbe present structure occu- 
pied by tlie Elks and the erection of a 
handsome building 
of 
stone and 


brick, which will lie three stories 
high from the Radcliffe street level 
und four stories from the river yard 
level. The building \\ill be 40x56 
feet, built of stone to the second story 
on RudclilTe street and light brick 
above. 1 hreo porches twelve feet 
wide will lie across the river front 
end of the building. 


The basement plan covers a rath- 


skeller 86x«U feet, a kitchen 10x10 
feet, store room 0x15 feet 0 in., a 
buffet, 7x8 feet, and a toilet room. 
Beneath the luisement Is a sub-base- 
ment for beating plant, coal bins, 
etc. 


The Hrst floor plan has a wide hall 


running through the centre with re- 
ception rc.oms, parlor and card rooms 
on either side of the hull, I'ucb 16 
feet wide, with wide urches opening 
intu the hull. Across the mir end 
of the building on this Hour is u bil- 
liard room, 20x39 feet, with wide op- 
ening on to the porch. There ure also 
toilet and coat rooms. 


The second floor will be devoted en- 


tirely for social sewlon and entcrtain- 
niciit purposes and will contain a hull 
311 feet (I inches long by !!8 feet 8 
inches with Mag*', ante-room, toilets 
IIIK] Helving room and u large canvas 
deck [Kirch overlooking the river. 


Tbe third lloor will be devoted to 


lodge purposes, uitb u room for hslge 
meetings, 40 feet - Indies by 43 feet 
10 Inches with the nucessury prepiti- 
ing und ante roonm. 


Charles J. Brooke, of Philadelphia, 


is the architect, and when (be build- 
ing is completed it w i l l be the liiind- 
somc.st public structure in the bor- 
ough. 


The front entrance will 
be 
an 


arched double doorway in the centre 
of the building, supported by two Cor- 
inthian columns and surmounted by u 
earvt'tl t Ik's head ; a large bay win- 
dow will be on each side of tbe door- 
wuy. 


'i ho view of tbe building will he 


puiticularly attractive, with the bj.a- 
cious verundafl supported by columns, 
and the double doors and double win- 
dows und buys, ghing 
plenty of 


light und adding greatly to the up- 
pcurncc of the structure.
